New High 

Economic downturn spurs 
a record rate of foreclosures 

NEW YORK I Foreclosures are spreading by 
epidemic proportions, expanding beyond a 
handful of problem states and now affect- 
ing almost 1 in every 8 American home- 
owners. 

It’s an economic role reversal: The econ- 
omy, driven down by the collapse of the 
housing bubble, is causing the housing cri- 
sis to spread. 

Figures released Thursday show that near- 
ly 12 percent of all Americans with a mort- 
gage — a record 5.4 million home owners — 
were at least one month late on payments or 
in foreclosure at the end of last year. 

That’s up from 10 percent at the end of 
the third quarter, and up from 8 percent at 
the end of 2007. In addition, the numbers 
now include many once-qualified borrow- 
ers who took out fixed-rate loans. 

Data from the Mortgage Bankers 
Association also showed that a stunning 
48 percent of home owners who have sub- 
prime, adjustable-rate mortgages are behind 
on their payments or in foreclosure. 

“It’s jobs. People are losing their jobs left 
and right,” said Houston real estate agent

Barbara Bush Recovering 
From Major Heart Surgery

President says reform 
is crucial to country’s 
future and cannot wait 

WASHINGTON I President Obama 
launched a campaign Thursday to 
reform health care in the United 
States by the end of this year, telling 
a White House summit on the issue 
that that fixing the troubled system 
is “no longer just a moral impera- 
tive; it is a fiscal imperative.” 

Joined by lawmakers, health 
industry executives and a handful 
of “average Americans,” Obama 
vowed to press for legislation this 
year that dramatically expands 
insurance coverage, improves health 
care quality and reins in skyrock- 
eting medical costs. 

“The same soaring costs that 
are straining families’ budgets are 
sinking our businesses and eating 


up our government’s budget, too,” 
Obama said. 

In closing Thursday’s four-hour 


bipartisan gathering, Obama later 
said a consensus had emerged “that 
the need for health care reform is 


here and now.” 

Obama rejected “the notion 
that we’re taking on too much” in 
the midst of an economic crisis 
and two foreign wars, and that “we 
should put this off for another day.” 
He told the audience, “When times 
were good, we didn’t get it done. ... 
There’s always a reason not to do 
it. And it strikes me that now is 
exactly the time for us to deal with 
this problem.” 

The president added, “The sta- 
tus quo is the one option that’s not 
on the table.” 

He said that while everyone 
has a right to participate in the 
discussion, “no one has the right 
to take it over and dominate.” And 
he warned that “those who seek 
to block any reform at all, any 
reform at any cost, will not prevail

Gandhi Items Sold in N.Y.C Auction 


Seller says he’s had a 
change of heart, wants 
to call off $1.8M deal 

NEW YORK I An Indian conglomer- 
ate paid $1.8 million at an auction 
Thursday for a trove of Mohandas 
Gandhi’s personal items, includ- 
ing his eyeglasses, pocket watch 
and the bowl from which he ate his 
final meal. The sale went through 
despite the seller’s trying to with-

draw at the last minute. 

The Indian government had 
protested the sale of the items, say- 
ing they should be returned to the 
nation. The seller and the govern- 
ment could not work out a deal, 
and the auction went forward as 
planned. 

But the self-identified owner, 
California art collector James Otis, 
told reporters outside the Antiquo- 
rum Auctioneers that he wanted to 
keep the items. Meanwhile, Jus- 


tice Department officials served 
an Indian court injunction on the 
auction house, blocking it from 
releasing the items. 

Toni Bedi, an executive of the 
Indian company UB Group, had 
the winning bid after a furious four 
minutes in which the offers raced 
up to $1.8 million. 

The lot included Gandhi’s wire- 
rim eyeglasses, worn leather san- 
dals, a pocket watch, and a brass 
bowl and plate. Otis on Thurs- 
day said it was his “deepest hope” 
that he would get the items back.

Prop 8 Challenged in Court 


Calif. Supreme Court 
hears arguments over 
ban on gay marriage 

SAN FRANCISCO I As thousands 
demonstrated outside Thursday, 
California Supreme Court justices 
weighed whether voters’ decision to 
ban same-sex marriage was a deni- 
al of fundamental rights or within 
what one justice called the people’s 
“very broad powers” to amend the 
state constitution. 

Gay rights advocates are urg- 
ing the court to overturn the ban, 
approved in November as Propo- 


sition 8, on the grounds it was put 
before voters improperly, or at least 
prematurely. Under state law, the 
Legislature must approve signifi- 
cant constitutional changes before 
they can go on the ballot. 

Proposition 8’s sponsors, repre- 
sented in court by former White- 
water prosecutor Kenneth Starr, 
argue that the ballot initiative was 
approved correctly. They argued it 
would be a miscarriage of justice for 
the court to overturn the results. 

The ballot initiative, which 
passed with 52 percent of the vote, 
changed the California Constitution 
to trump last year’s 4-3 Supreme 


Court decision that legalized gay 
marriage. The court found that 
denying same-sex couples the right 
to wed was an unconstitutional civil 
rights violation. 

Justice Joyce Kennard said the 
court was being asked to decide 
between two rights — the right of 
the people to change the constitu- 
tion and the right to marry. 

“And what I’m picking up from 
the oral argument in this case is this 
court should willy-nilly disregard 
the will of the people,” she said. 

The Supreme Court’s seven jus- 
tices have 90 days to issue a rul- 
ing. (AP) 


NASA Craft to Look for ‘Other Earths’ 


Telescope will measure 
conditions of 100,000 
stars for 3 1/2 years 

CAPE CANAVERAL, FLA. I NASA will 
soon be on the lookout for possible 
Earths in one faraway corner of 
the galaxy. 

A planet-hunting spacecraft, 
named Kepler after the German 
astrophysicist, will rocket away from 
Cape Canaveral Friday night. 

The telescope will spend 334 
years staring at roughly 100,000 
stars, measuring their brightness 
and any winks in the light that

might signify orbiting planets. 

“We certainly won’t find E.T., 
but we might find E.T.’s home by 


looking at all of these stars,” Bill 
Boruki, Kepler’s principal scien- 
tist, said Thursday. 

Ed Weiler, NASA’s associate 
administrator for science, stressed 
Kepler’s importance. 

“It very possibly could tell us that 
Earths are very, very common ... or 
it could tell us that Earths are really, 
really, really rare,” Weiler said. 

Kepler will be scouting for Earth- 
size planets circling stars in the so- 
called habitable or Goldilocks zone. 
That’s where planets are neither too 
close nor too far from their star, and 
where conditions could be ripe for 
liquid water on the surface, (ap)

Driver Is Fatally 
Shot After Crash 
In Jerusalem 

JERUSALEM I A Palestinian man 
commandeered a construction 
vehicle Thursday on a major road 
and swung a police car into the air, 
smashing it against a bus before 
bystanders opened fire on him and 
police fatally shot him. 

The incident, the third of its kind 
in the past year, came a day after 
the latest U.S. visit to push Israel’s 
hawkish future leaders into another 
try at Mideast peacemaking.

U.S. Mulls Afghan Talks With Iran 


Clinton proposes U.N. 
conference that would 
set out common goals 

BRUSSELS, BELGIUM I U.S. Secre- 
tary of State Hillary Rodham Clin- 
ton proposed on Thursday a high- 
level international conference on 
Afghanistan to be sponsored by the 
United Nations and attended by a 
wide range of countries including 
Pakistan and possibly Iran. 

Clinton presented the proposal 


at a NATO foreign ministers’ meet- 
ing, at which she said the session 
could be held March 31 and led by 
the U.N.’s special representative 
for Afghanistan, Kai Eide of Nor- 
way, who was appointed to improve 
coordination of international civil- 
ian assistance to Kabul. 

She said discussions were under 
way with the U.N. on possibly hav- 
ing U.N. Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon open the conference. 

“We hope that this meeting could 
provide an opportunity to reach a 


common set of principles, perhaps 
embodied in a chairman’s state- 
ment, on a common way forward,” 
she said, according to prepared text 
released by her staff. 

At a news conference later, Clin- 
ton said: “It is expected that Iran 
would be invited as a neighbor of 
Afghanistan.” 

She described the conference as 
“a way to bring all the stakeholders 
and interested parties together” 
while stressing that it so far is only 
a proposal. 


NATO Secretary General Jaap 
de Hoop Scheffer said at a news 
conference that the proposed con- 
ference could be seen as a “big tent 
meeting” that would include a wide 
range of parties with an interest in 
stabilizing Afghanistan and pre- 
venting it from again serving as a 
haven for al- Qaeda. 

The meeting would add a new 
dimension to international diplo- 
matic efforts in Afghanistan, which

KHARTOUM, SUDAN I Even before 
Sudan’s president expelled aid 
groups from Darfur after an inter- 
national warrant seeking his arrest, 
diarrhea was spreading among new- 
comers at one of its largest refugee 
camps and people waited hours in 
line for water.

Apathy surrounds 
slaying of president in 
drug-wracked nation 

BISSAU, GUINEA-BISSAU I Theblood- 
soaked kitchen where Guinea-Bis- 
sau’s president was murdered is 
littered with broken glass, bullet 
casings and a rusted machete. 

No one has been arrested, and 
hardly anyone in this sleepy tropi- 
cal capital seems to care. 

The apathy surrounding the 
slaying of President Joao Bernardo 
“Nino” Vieira symbolizes how far this 
drug-wracked state has fallen. 

“What are we supposed to do, 
cry?

Apple is on its way to Georgetown. 

An architectural review board 
Thursday embraced the comput- 
er company’s revised plans for a 
store it plans to open on Wiscon- 
sin Avenue. 

The Old Georgetown Board’s 
approval came after it had ordered 
Apple to redraw plans four previous 
times, primarily because the build- 
ing it envisioned did not conform 
with the federal-style structures 
in the area. 

Apple’s new design includes 
a paneled glass storefront that 
echoes the entrances to neighbor- 
ing properties. 

“The project has gotten a lot bet- 
ter,” David Cox, one of the board’s 


three members, told Karl Backus, 
Apple’s architect. “I applaud your 
efforts.” 

The board’s resistance to Apple’s 
previous submissions had won 
a measure of support from resi- 
dents and preservationists. But it 
also stirred vociferous opposition 
from residents, business owners 
and local political leaders eager 
for the company to open a store in 
the District.

The Maryland Senate voted 34-13 
Thursday for a bill that would tight- 
en evidence standards in death pen- 
alty cases, rebuffing Gov. Martin 
O’Malley’s effort to repeal capital 
punishment this 
year. 

Supporters 
cast the measure, 
which now goes 
to the House of 
Delegates, as a 
compromise on 
an emotional 
issue that would reduce the possi- 
bility of executing an innocent per- 
son while still allowing the death 
penalty in egregious cases. 

The bill would prohibit death 
sentences based solely on eyewit- 
ness testimony and require either 
biological or DNA evidence, vid- 
eotaped confessions or videotaped 
crimes. 

“It raises the bar,” said Sen. Rob- 
ert A. Zirkin, D-Baltimore County, a 
chief architect of the measure, who 
acknowledged he is very conflict- 
ed about death sentences. “It’s not 
everything for every side.” 

O’Malley, a Catholic long 
opposed to capital punishment, had 
sought a full repeal of Maryland’s 
death penalty, arguing that the 
death penalty is costly, not a deter- 
rent to violent crime and beneath 
the dignity of a civilized society.

Auditors Say GM 
Near Bankruptcy 


Report says there is 
‘substantial doubt’ that 
company can survive 

D E T R 0 1 T I Of all the words in Gener- 
al Motors Corp.’s 402-page annual 
report, none is more jarring than 
two written by the company’s audi- 
tors: “Substantial doubt.” 

The doubt, according to Deloitte 
& Touche LLC, is about whether GM 
can overcome its staggering losses 
and generate enough cash to stay 
in business, or remain a “going con- 
cern” as accountants would say. 

GM concedes in the report filed 
Thursday that it’s on the edge of 
bankruptcy and won’t be able to 
avoid it unless it gets more govern- 
ment money and successfully exe- 
cutes a huge restructuring plan. 

It’s no surprise that auditors 
would question GM’s viability. 
The Detroit-based behemoth lost 
$30.9 billion last year, is living on 
$13.4 billion in government loans, 
and is seeking up to $30 billion 
more in funding as it tries to survive 
the worst auto sales in 27 years. 

But the auditors’ comments are 
serious because the threshold for

Maybe 
the team would prefer the original 
prima donna. Elsewhere, Antwaan 
Randle El is a No. 3 receiver at best. 
Who knows what to make of Devin 
Thomas and Malcolm Kelly? 

Owens will likely get only a one- 
year deal from any team — that’s 
his lasting power in most cities — 
so why not the Redskins? The facts 
point to a conclusion sure to be big 
news here in the near future.

The new ‘Watchmen’ 
film never rises above 
its source material 

F I L M I Alan Moore was right. There 
isn’t a movie in his landmark graph- 
ic novel “Watchmen” — at least 
not a really good one. What we get 
instead is something acceptable 
but pedestrian, an adaptation that 
is more a prisoner of its story than 
the master of it. 

The difficulty is not with a lack 
of fidelity to this dark tale’s nar- 
rative about an apparent plot to 
eliminate costumed superheroes 
from the alternative reality Ameri- 
ca they’ve protected and defended. 
The changes to the story, includ- 
ing updating its 1985 situations to 
include a subplot about the energy 
crisis, are so nonessential that you 
might wonder why Moore has, in 
addition to taking his name off 
the project, vowed to “spit venom 
all over” the film version. 

Director Zack Snyder’s nonstop 
public pledges of fidelity to the story 
notwithstanding, the core of what 
made “Watchmen” “Watchmen,” 
what turned it into the only graphic

novel to land on Time Magazine’s 
list of 100 best English-language 
novels, is by its nature next to 
impossible to re-create on-screen, 
even with a running time of 2 hours, 
41 minutes. 

To be fair, on the other hand, 
“Watchmen’s” plot is in no way 
chopped liver and reverentially 
sticking to the source material, as 
the first “Harry Potter” films did, 
is the only thing that gives this film 
what watchability it has. 

The story, as scripted by David 
Hayter and Alex Tse, begins, 
as all good mysteries do, with a 
murder. A man named Edward 
Blake, otherwise known as the 


superhero the Comedian (Jeffrey 
Dean Morgan), is brutally killed 
in October 1985, and lots of people 
want to know why. This murder 
takes place in an alternative uni-

verse very much like our own but 
with key differences. Richard M. 
Nixon is an American president 
in both, but in the “Watchmen” 
world he’s been elected to five 
terms. This universe has a tradi- 
tion of masked crime fighters. A 
group of them banded together in 
the 1940s as the Minutemen, and 
another group, the Crimebusters, 
was formed decades later. 

It’s hard to fault anyone for this 
“Watchmen’s” disappointments. It’s 
not a wasted opportunity; it never 
should have been turned into a 
film in the first place, kenneth turan

Everything 
seems to be going well for Warren 


now, and he’s headlining the week- 
ly concert at WESTMINSTER PRESBY- 
TERIAN CHURCH in Southwest, along 
with longtime friend and supporter 
Peter Edelman and sax player Knud 
Jensen. Admission is $5, and if you 
get there early, a soul food supper 
will be served at 6 p.m. 

If you love rare funk and soul 
music from the ’60s and ’70s, you’ve 
got Funkyl6corners.wordpress. 
com in your top bookmarks. (If 
you haven’t, get over there as soon 
as you finish reading this.) Blog- 
ger Larry Grogan is on a never-

Wait, wasn’t Mardi Gras just last 
week? And we’re already gearing 
up for St. Patrick’s Day? Faith and 
begorrah! While we don’t have to 
worry about green beer quite yet, 
the annual Leprechaun Lap bar 
crawl will be turning downtown 
streets into a giant roaming party. 
Nine bars — including MACKEY’S, 
RUMORS, JAMES HOBAN’S and the 
BLACK ROOSTER — are offering food 
and drink specials from 1 to 9 p.m., 
followed by a late-night party at 
STEVE’S BAR ROOM.

But Clinton Brown of Columbus, 
Ohio, who will turn 4 on Sunday, 
gave the View-Master a clear thumbs 
down. “It’s boring,” he said. 

Toy industry analyst Sean

said View-Master has been declin- 
ing since the 19b0s and 1970s. 

“That’s not what the kids are 
looking for in the backseat of the 
car,” he said. “They’re looking for 
a DVD that plays on the back of 
Daddy’s seat.”

What would you consider to be your 
defining traits as a hairstylist?
